Marictta and Lorain timothy have been declared cligible for certification 
in Ohio. No secd of Marictta was grown under inspection in 1943, Tho growers 
of Lorain listed below had fields that passed ficld inspection in 1943, 


Certification of these lots of secd will not be completed until reeleancd 
samples of the seed to be offered for sale have boen examined and found to 
meet the Certification standards of the Ohic Sccd Improvement Association. 


LORAIN TIMOTHY 


Lorain timothy heads, blooms, and maturcs late; the loaves romain green for 
about cight to ten days longer than those of ordinary timothy, It is adapted for 
hay production in northern Ohio; in the southern part of the state it is probably 
not superior to ordinary tinothy, Through the use of Lorain timothy in Northern 
Ohio the season when hay of good quality ean be harvested may be oxtendod more 
then a wook later than with ordinary timothy. This varicty, at presont is come 
posed of a single sclection, Fe. C. 15167, It originated from a soloction made in 
the cooperative timothy breeding program of the Division of Forage Crops and 
Diseases, U. Se Department of jgriculturc, end the Ohio Agricultural Experiment
